A Singular fuse of Anuni. 


In the Police Court this morning 


William Owen, colored, was tried on 
a charge of arson, being accused of 
setting fire to the bam belonging to 
Mr. C'olliuH, on Jackson street near 
Third. The examination WHS long 
and tedious, and at its close the 
Judge seemed considerably perplexed 
(lie evidence being not only very 
contradictory, but showing also that 
some "tall swearing" was clone on 
one side or both. A Mr. Palmer swore 
that he hadheard Owen threaten to do 
some violence there ; that he watched 
him from his garden on tho night of 
the, fire; that he saw him crouch 
down into tho shadow of a tree; that 


i he stood face to face with him for fif- 
teen minutes, with the picket fence 
only between them, neither speaking 
a word! Saw him immediately be- 
fore the fire in the neighborhood oli 
the barn; and after the fire had pro- 
gressed considerably, and several 
persons had arrived at the scene, he 
saw Owens there, and attempted to 
arrest him; that he ran off, and was 
overtaken by Mr. Dutre, and by both 
men brought back to the fire and 
from thence taken by officer McKay 
to the station-house. On the other 
hand 
Owens' mother 
swore that 


William accompanied her to the tent 
meeting that night; returned at 11 
o'clock; saw her 
son retire, and 


denied tho 
possibility 
of 
his 


being abla to go out of the house 
without her knowing it or hearing 
him, and that he did not leave 
the house until 
after 
the fire 


bell rang. Mr. Myles and Mr. Scrib- 
ner corroborated her statement as to 
the time of the negro leaving the 
house. 
Owens himself gave about 


the same Rtory that his mother did. 
He swore positively that he did not 
leave his house that night; that he 
did not set (.he barn on fire. A num- 
ber of other witnesses were examined 
The negro says when ho came to the 
fire Palmer and Dutre arrested him, 
but denies running away. The pros- 
ecution, in submitting the case, ad- 
mitted that Owens was at home 
when the fire alarm was given, and 
the Judge had no doubt on this point, 
an dcould only wonder whether Mr. 
Palmer could have been mistaken as 
to his seeing the negro at the time 
and place itated. The case being 
submitted without argument, Judge 
Jayne took the ease under advise- 
ment until to-morrow.

'believe that members of the Council 
who were sworn to protect the inter- 
ests of the city would become a party 
to such contemptible trickery; but a 
suspicious buzzing in the ear of Mr.

The action of the majority of the 


Council was disgraceful. Plenty of 
time was allowed for all interested 
parties to prepare their proposals. 
The Council gave the jVews individu- 
al notice of its intention i to let the 
the printing to the lowest bidder by 
advertising for proposals in that pa- 
per, and the Transcript acknowledged 
the notice by publishing the same 
without tmthority. If those papers 
did not see fit to bid, what right had 
Mr. Spaulding, Mr. Snook and Mr. 
Knox, in th«ir official capacity us 
.guardians of the City Treasury, to 
step in imd become parlies to the 
chicanery of tho publishers?

The TBIBCKE put in a bid in good 


faith and stood ready to give bonds 
to comply with its proposals. We 
supposed that the Council was com- 
posed of honorable men, and that 
when, as an official body, they adver- 
tised for proposals for doing any 
iind of public work, they meant 
business, not child's play ; but the 
action of the majority last night was 
not the course which fair, square, 
honest Councilmen would have pur- 
sued. Perhaps Messrs. Spanlding, 
Knox and Snook, as Councilmen of 
the City of Oakland, can afford to as- 
sist newspapers in their attempts to 
defraud the city treasury; we shall 
see. 


THE JVews has been trying for some 


days to kill the Transcript off with 
Local Option. The giant intellect of 
the wharfinger's infant has been 
strained to convince the people that 
the Transcript ought to be sacrificed 
because it worked for License. Yes- 
terday afternoon the yeies for the 
first time awoke to a realizing sense 
of its own perilous condition. The 
TKIBUNK it heard was going to put in 
a bid for the city printing and if the 
JVetes should lose its grip on the city 
treasury, death would surely follow. 
Humiliating as it was, the JVeics peo- 
ple sneaked around to the Transcript 
and begged and flattered the propri- 
etor of that paper until he agreed to 
"compromise." The representatives 
of the "prominent" press then went 
for certain Couucilmen to help them 
in their dire extremity and the indi- 
cations are that they found willing 
tools in the persons of throe mem- 
bers of the Council. It remains to be 
seen whether the scheme will be suc- 
cessful, or whether honesty and fair 
dealing will prevail in the City Coun- 
cil.

for bonds for the funded debt were 
. opened. The Savings and Loan So- 
ciety of Ban Francisco offered to tuke 
the whole $100,000 and pay $100 05 
for each $100, or the same rate for 
any'portion. J. Perry, Jr., offered 
to take the whole at % of 1 per cent, 
premium on the par value. Charles 
Sntro offered to take $50,000 nt the 
value of 99 55-300 and accrued inter- 
cut, and $50,000 as par and accrued 
interest. M. B. Kejlogg offered to take 
the whole or part of 100 and % per 
.cent, or % of 1 per cent, premium, 
P. S. Wilcoi offered to take $25,000 
for 97 1-10, $25,000 at 97^, §25,000 
at 97J4 and $25,000 at 87%, or the 
whole at 99%. The Union Savings 
Bank offered to take $10,000 at 
97 5-100. S. E. Sinkfair offered to 
take $10,000 at 90%. L. Guppy of- 
fered to take $15,000 at par and 
1-10 per cent premium, $15.000 at 
rate of par and 1-5 per cent pre- 
mium, $15,000 at rate of par and 
3-10 per cent premium, $15,000 at 
par and 4-10 premium, $15,000 at 
par and ->10.

The Board o{ Supervisors yester- 


day recommended, by resolution in- 
troduced by Mr. Shattuck, that no 
prosecutions against saloon-keepers 
be enforced until after July 1st, and 
consequently the saloons in this city 
and Brooklyn remain open as usual. 
This is one more straw for the license 
men, and it now remains to be seen 
•whether the Kb License party will 
net upon the recommendation of the 
Board, and exercise clemency to- 
wards the former. It seems to have 
been the motive of the Board to allow 
such persons who want to close up 
their business, sufficient time to do 
so, without pecuniary loss to them- 
selves. Following is the resolution 
passed unanimously; 


Resolved, That the Board having 
canvassed the votes upon the election 
In last Oakland and Brooklyn town- 
ships, and having ascertained and de- 
clared the results thereof to lie against 
license, and it appearing to tho Board 
that all tlie dealers wltu In the city of 
Oakland and Oakland nnd Brooklyn 
townships hold licenses authorizing 
them to carry on such business. And 
itftirther appearing that most or all of 
such licenses expire on or about July 
1.1874. Resolved, that this Board re- 
commend that no prosecution be had 
or instituted for violation of the law 
before July 1,1674.
